flatly told us yesterday that he'll 
be in the forefront when the 
move comes to abolish the de- 
partment. And he claims that he 
has considerable support, too.

THE PRIMARY objection Higby 


tells us. (and he once supported 
the establishment of the depart- 
ment) is that it has become an 


. expensive appendage 
to county 


f government. 
The department's 


budget, since its inception, has 
about doubled and a greater share 
of the burden has been shifted to 
the county treasury. The state de- 
partment of public health shares 
some of the cost of personnel, we 
understand, but this salary load 
has now become almost the sole 
burden of the county. 
* * * 


HIGBY ALSO views the set-up 


as bureaucratic. It is not efficient, 
he claims, and its functions can 
best be handled within present 
agencies. A director, he suggested, 
could be selected from the ranks of 
local medics, each serving a month 
at a time in the task of guarding 
the health of our locality. 
* * * 


WE ASKED Higby for a sample 


of the "bureaucratic" charges. 


"Well, for Instance," he said, 


"if the public health agency In- 
vestigates a case of illness and 
finds that the case is deserving 
of public assistance, they come 
to the township office anyway. 
Then we arrange for payment of 
medical expenses, hospital bills, 
and so forth."

He went on to explain the awk- 


ward processes which sometimes 
arise from an investigation of un- 
sanitary conditions—such as over- 
flowing cesspools. 


The complainant — usually

health department, Higby' stated. 
The health department refers the 
complainant to the state's attorney 
for legal action. The state's attor- 
ney, hesitant to take drastic steps 
before the matter is fully investi- 
gated, usually contacts township 
officials. Right back where it would 
land should there be no health de- 
partment, Higby points out. 


AND SO IT goes. These are 


just some of the charges being 
stacked against continuance of 
the county health 
department. 


The crisis will come next April, 
the end of the fiscal period. 
There is undoubtedly consider- 
able to b« said in defense of the 
department before any action is 
taken to cast It aside.

At least seven of them are from 


Dixon and two from Amboy, in- 
cluding the latter city's mayor. 
Five arc to report Sept. 25 and five 
Oct. 1, selective service officials 
said. 


The Ogle county selective serv- 


ice board said today that four of 
its doctors have received pre-in- 
duction physicals and that a fifth 
is to be examined Sept. 25. 


Selective service boards do not 


release names of persons called for 
physical examinations until after 
they have been accepted for mili- 
tary service.

NEW YORK—<.W—Newspaper editors and political writers over the 


country consider Republican Dwight D. Eisenhower the probable win 
ner over Democrat Adlai E. Stevenson—if the presidential election were 
run off today. 


But many newsmen who took 


>art in a nationwide survey under- 
aken by The Associated Press 
>elieve large numbers of voters 
haven't made up their minds. They 
say it is too soon to tell who may 
hit the wire first in November. 


Where editors say they have 


spotted present trends toward the 
GOP, the reasons they mention 
most frequently are currents of 
Ime • for - a - change sentiment 
and Eisenhower's personal popu- 
arity. In state after state, news- 
men believe the general will make 


better showing in his first bid 


or an elective office than Thomas 


Dfwey, the GOP nominee, did 


our years ago. 


In For Ikf, 


The collective opinion of editors 


and . correspondents, brought to- 
•ether from surveys that tapped 
political sentiment at the grass 
roots In a great majority of ihe 
nation's counties, is that Eisen- 
hower would be fairly sure of 15 
states with 153 electoral votes if 
the vote were taken now. 


They believe an additional 12 


states are doubtful but would be 
inclined at this time to go Repub- 
lican. If Eisenhower collected sill 
their 142 votes, his total would 
reach 295-28 more than Che 265 re- 
required to clinch the election. 


Newsmen believe that Stevenson, 


at this point, could be reasonably 
certain of 12 states with 121 elec- 
toral votes and that he might pick 
up three doubtful ones with 49 
votes. 


That adds up to '170 votes—M 


short of the 266 mark. 


Half * dozen states with 66 votes 


are regarded by newsmen as on 
the fence at this time. Even If 
Stevenson bagged All of those, he 
wouldn't have enough to win on 
newspaper scoreboards.

son will have to smash away In

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Know Finesses to Win in Bridee 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


Some finesses are a snare and a 


delusion. By this I mean that if 
you take the finesse and win, you 
get only an even break; while If 
you lose, you lose plenty. The av- 
erage player usually takes this 
type of finesse and thinks he is 
unlucky if it fails: Certainly that 
was true of the South player when 
today's hand was actually'played. 


West opened the king \>f dia- 


monds and South won with the 
ace. Declarer drew two rounds of 
trumps, cashed the ace of spades 
"for safety," and finessed the jack 
of spades. 


East won with the queen of 


spades and returned a spade, thus 
passing the buck back to declarer. 


Having already lost one trick, 


South had to develop the clubs by 
himself and lose only two tricks 
in the process. Much to his dis- 
gust, he found this was an impos- 
sible task. 


No matter how he tackled the 


clubs, second hand would play low 
and fourth hand would capture an 
honor. A club return woujd then 
give the other defender two more 
tricks in the suit. 


There was no safe way of taking 


the spade finesse. After winning 
the ace of diamonds and drawing 
two rounds of trumps. South should 
ruff his remaining diamond In the 
dummy to .strip out the suit. He 
should then cash both top spades 
and let the opponent* win their 
spade trick. 


South does not care which de 


fonder wins the trick. That de- 
fender must begin the clubs since 
any other return allows dummy to 
ruff while South discards a losing 
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club. With a defender beginning 
the clubs. South is sure to hold 
the loss in that suit to two tricks.

In thai 
case, he probably would have to 
hand over most of his American 
wealth to the British government

your dinner?' She was so grateful 
she nearly fainted into my arms. I 
drove her to my house and fed 
her.' 


"Chaplin gave a bored sigh and 


a shrug. 'She stayed with me for 
three days. 
She was delightful.' 


Speaking softly, rolling a remem 
bercd morsel on his tongue like 
the taste of good wine, 'I experi- 
enced a new kind of thrill. I had 
never met anyone quite like her. 
Then I had the chauffeur drive her 
back to Hollywood boulevard, and 
let her out. Would you believe it the 
following night she found her way 
back to my home and begged to 
be let In? Of course, I had the 
servants turn her out."

Some salesmen apparently stop 


at nothing to sell their wares. If 
the firms for which they work are 
really responsible, they should take 
steps to stop such practices. 


Q—A stainless-steel salesman re- 


cently conducted a test in our home 
with an aluminum pan and one of 
his own products. He placed a tea- 
spoonful of baking soda in each 
pan, filled with approximately one 
cup of water. The solution was then 
allowed to come to full boil for five 
minutes. 


At the end of that period, we 


tasted the solution from each pan 
and found the solution from the 
aluminum pan to be very bitter, 
while the other solution had a sweet 
taste. 


The salesman claims that using 


aluminum can cause cancer, ar- 
thritis and peptic ulcers, and that 
many physicians after diagnosing 
such cases recommend changing 
roni aluminum to stainless steel 
pans. What do you think 'about 
his?—Mr. and Mrs. N. S. 


A—I think the man who called on 


von was trying tu make a Kale. 
1e dovs not know what he is talk- 
ng about when he says aluminum 
N the cause of cancer, arthritis and 
peptic ulcer. 


The possibility of aluminum uten- 


sils imparting injurious agent* to 
the foods cooked in them has been 
extensively Investigated and the 
persistent rumor to the effect that 
cooking in aluminum pans Is harm- 
ful has no foundation is scientific 
evidence. 


The salesman's experiment has 


been repeated with one teaspoon- 
fut of baking; soda plus one cup of 
water in each pan, brought to a 
boil and boiled for five minutes. ' 


The solution from both pans was 


fasted by several persons, who 
agreed that they thought that the 
water from the stainless steel pan 
was the more bitter, probably be- 
cause more water had evaporated 
from this pan and had resulted in 
a greater concentration of the bak- 
ing soda.

Q—What is the purpose of elec- 


tric treatments and of what aid 
are they in treating a person who 
is emotionally unstable and seems 
to be suffering from an extreme 
state of anxiety?—S. H. T. 


A—I presume this question refers 


to electric shock therapy. The pain 
of this form of treatment is to im- 
prove the mental processes In those 


suffering from various kinds of 
mental disease. In many, but not 
all, cases the results have been 
favorable.

Q_My girl is 16 years old, and 


has alopecia areata. What can we 
do to stop her hair from falling and 
restore new hair?—Mrs. G. C. 


A—Alopecia areata, or baldness 


in spots, is a condition in which 
the hair over the scalp fall* -out 
completely, usually in round spots 
from the size of a dime to that of 
a 50-cent piece. Occasionally all 
the hair falls out. 


The cause of this peculiar con- 


dition is not known,, and there Is, 
as yet, no thoroughly specific treat- 
ment. Usually, however, the hair 
grows back after a few months.

Q—Is aplastic anemia the proper 


name for the blood disease caused 
by entrance into the blood stream 
of a drug or chemical or by ex- 
posure of the body by radioactivi- 
ty?—Mrs. R. 


A—Reactions on the 
body of

duce aplastic anemia as well as 
other effects.

The index prepared by the Bu 


reau of Labor Statistics rose t 
391.1 per cent of the 1935-39 aver 
age. This is 12.3 per cent abov 
the pre-Korean period and thre 
per cent above a year ago. 


Slight increases between mid 


July and mid-August in the cos 
of food and most other major con 
sumer items were responsible for 
the new increase. The prices for 
appaiel decreased slightly. Home 
furnishings remained unchanged. 


The "old series" index, a living 


cost compilation on which many 
labor contracts are geared—de- 
clined one-tenth of a point during 
the month to 192.3 'of the 1935-39 
average 


This minor decline, however, was 


not sufficient to wipe out living 
cost gams in June and July. On the 
basis of the new mid-August "old 
series" figures, about one and a 
half million workers will get wage 
inci eases. 


These include more than I*-* mil- 


lion railroad workers who will get 
a. two-cent hourly pay boost due to 
the net change in living costs over 
the past three month period. Near- 
ly 200.000 Northern textile workers 
and a number of other labor 
groups also are due to benefit from 
quarterly pay adjustments based 
on the index rise. 


Their contracts, as in the case of 


the railroad workers, are geared 
so that wage rates are adjusted 
quarterly a c c o r d i n g to index 
changes.

commercial coal operators in Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania. Illinois and In- 
diana today were reported con- 
sidering bids from John L. Lewis 
to exempt them from a threat- 
ened strike Monday in Northern 
mines. 


Lewis already has arranged with 


most Western producers to let 
them continue operating with the 
understanding they

whatever pay boosts and other 
concessions he eventually may ne- 
gotiate for the United Mine Work- 
ers Union. 


The same deal is being held out 


to mine owners in the three big 
coal producing stales of Indiana, 
Illinois and Pennsylvania. 


The Chicago Tribune said 
it 


had learned that some Illinois and 
Indiana companies already have 
made agreements with Lewis' un- 
on which will exempt them from 
the strike. 


Lewis apparently is trying a 


two-fold strategy; (1) Keep as 
many mines operating as possible, 
and (2) narrow down his opposi- 
tion. 


Keeping mines capable or pro- 


ducing between 125 and 150 mil- 
lion Tons a year in operating re- 
duces the chances of creating a 
national emergency, and thus in- 
voking of Taft-Hartley Law injunc- 
tion procedures to stop the expect- 
ed strike.

A politician may wag his tail to 
get organized labor's vote, sit up 
and beg for the organized farm 
vote, or wrap himself in the flag 
to win 
the organized 
veterans' 


vote. 


How Long? 


But how long has it been since 


you remember a statesman rear- 
ing up in Congress and announc- 
ing: 


"Well, boys, let's roll out a big 


pork barrel and help that poor 
little feller, with the dirty white 
collar?" Somehow there is no lob- 
by in Washington for him, and 


without a lobby to make noise for 
him he doesn't get to dip much 
gravy. 


It is said that statistics can be 


used to prove anything. But no 
one yet has come up with any sta- 
tistics to show the white collar man 
is doing as well as other segments 
of the population. The figures show 
that, in terms of income rise, he 
is falling behind. 


The skilled worker a generation
